MAN WHO KILLED

Dr. A rthur G. Hyde, hospital su­ 
perintendent, reported today. 
M artin, a navy veteran who was 
declared insane and committed to 
the hospital after a hearing two 
week s ago. died 
of 
hem orrhagic 
nephritis, Dr. Hyde said. 
M artin’s spinal cord was severed 
and he sufiered 
paralysis 
when 
wounded by another patrolm an dur­ 
ing the shooting, the hospital ofli- 
cial added. 
Police Chief Stanley Sw itter re­ 
ported M artin entered the police 
station early June 12. declared he i 
was ordered by the FBI to "tak e 1 
over" and fatally shot Patrolm an 
Myron 
Henderson, 
42. officer in 
charge. 
Two civilians in the station es- j 
caped injury but Patrolm an Jos­ 
eph Slinger, summoned by a m an 
who heard the shooting, 
opened 
fire on M artin through a window. 
The veteran, a resident of nearby 
Navarre, was head of the AFL led- 
cral labor union at the Tyson B ear­ 
ing Corp.
